PERKINS'S AID

Bostwick Has Narrow Es¬
cape from Fumes of Drug

.Juror Collapses.
To avenge thp rigorous prosecution

which forced NicholH.« Farraro, on trial
for white slavery in General Fessions,
to change his plea to guilty, friends of
the Italian made a desperate attempt
to kill Assistant District Attornev
Bostwick with the deadly fumes of
amyl nitrite as he left the courtroom.

Although the alleged plot miscarried,
William Wright, one of the juror«,
was made unconscious by a dose of the

drug evidently intended for Mr. Bost¬
wick.
The attempt on Rost'virk's life was

made at the end of Farrnra's trial a

week ago, hut it was not reported to

the District Attorney until yesterday,
when Judge Wadhams sentenced the

white slaver to not less thar nine years
and eight months nor more than nine¬
teen years and nine months in Sing
Sing. Franceses Battaglia was sen¬

tenced to the Bedford Kefurmatory at

the same time. She vvss arrested with
Karraro on the complaint of Louise
Meyer, a girl who had been held a pris-
ii'ier 'n the house Tarraro kept at 102

Mott Street, and was finally rescued

by the police.
Farraro's trial began February 16,

hut the next day, realizing that he had

DO chance against the strong case that
Bostwick had against him, he changed
his plea to guilty and appealed to the

mercy of the court. The Assistant Dis-

trict Attorney left the courtroom with

juror No. 6, William Wright, of 7.VJ

Greenwieh Street, and they went to¬

gether to the south elevators.
A crowd of Farraro's friends swarmed

from the courtroom and jostled around

them as they waited for a car. Bost¬

wick went to his office upstairs and

Wright started for the street. As he

'..ft the elevator, however, he collapsed
and was carried into a side room, where

he was revi\ed with some difficulty,
though it was th«cught at the time that
he had suffered only a fainting spell,
lie later consulted a physician, Dr. Kd-
win Zimmerman, of 2i'7 West Kleventh
Street. After a careful examination
Dr. Zimmerman said that in his. opin-,
ion the juror was the victim of amy!
nitrite poisoning. Nothing else, he
said, would cause a man of Wright's
strong constitution to collapse so

quickly.
In discussing his experience with Mr.

Bostwick yesterday, Wright said he
was sure he was the victim of an at¬

tack directed against the Assistant Dis¬
trict Attorney, .lust before stepping
into the elevator, he said, he can re¬

member noticing a peculiar odor.
Amyl nitrite, according to the "United

States Dispensatory." is an extremely
volatile yellowish liquid. It >s used in
minute quantities as a heart stimulant,
and its fumes, if inhaled in any quan¬
tity, are fatal. It produces a sense of
suffocation and weakness, together with
a violent flushing of the face and fS«
cessive heart action.
When District Attorney Perkins was

told of Mr. Bostwick's escape yester¬
day afternoon, he was greatly inter¬
ested. "I'm mighty glad he's alive,"
he said.

London. Feb. 14. The short man

makes the better fighter, says Ar. M.
S. Pemhrey. lecturer on physiology at
v.uy s Hospit.,1. in a discussion before
the Royal Sanitary Institute. This he
bases on a careful study of the fight-
ir.g capacitv of tall and short races
and also of the tall men and short
mi'ii of the same race.

The difference in height between a
short man and a tall man, sai.i Ar
I'embrey. is due chiefly to the length
of leg. At the same time, height de¬
pends upon the correlated activity of
certain glands v. hid, produce internal
secretions. The essential organs in
the haead and trunk are often better
developed in the short than in the tall
man, the weight of brain being rela¬
tively greater in the short man and
the reaction time not so lgng.

Washington, Feb. 24. Secretary

Daniels announced to-day that, in view
of the fact that the Atlantic fleet will
eoon assemble for practice and drill in
.N'arragansett Bay, it is feasible to hold
a review of the entire fleet at New
York enrly in May, and that, if no

unforceen circumstance prevented, the
gathering of the warships in the waters
surrounding the metropolis would be
arranged to follow the season at New¬
port. The mobilization would precede
the expected official review at Hampton
Roads, Va., which will be the cere¬

monial beginning of President Wilson's
journey to the Canal Zone.
The suggestion that the review be

accompanied by joint military and
naval man.uvres, with the army and
national guard taking part, is regarded
for the present as untenable in ad¬
ministration circles. The expense
stands in the way, and the need for a
special appropriation to pay the bill
of transporting the troops to New York
would not be cordially received by
Congress, it is believed here.

Secretary of War Garrison indicated
that he feared asking for such an ap¬
propriation might militate against per¬
manent legislation which the army
could ill afford t> have endangered at
this juncture.

YIELD, IS VIEW
IN WASHINGTON

Efforts of U. S. to Have
Food Decision Modified

Believed Futile.

NOTE NOW IN HANDS
OF GERMAN OFFICIALS

Concessions May Be Made, but

England Is Not Expected to
Accept Proposals.

Washington, Feb. 24. Efforts on the

part of the Cnited States to bring
about through diplomatic interchanges
any real modification of Great Britain's
determination to starve Germany into

submission as a part of her military
campaign are foredoomed to failure,;
according to opinion prevalent in

Washington to-day. It is believed that

the reason for the extraordinary se-

crecy which hss surrounded the latest

negotiations with Germany and Great

Britain with this end in view is that

the Administration saw small pros¬
pect of success from the start, and is

making representations to the two

leaders of the combatant nations as a

final resort before returning to the

original position assumed by the
United States in the first note of pro¬
test to Germany.
Great Britain's objection to the Ger-

msn expropriation decree whereby all

the cereal food supply of the German

Empire is diverted to the control of

the government is not based upon a

suspicion thst such a decree will not

be fairly administered in the event of

its direction being taken over by the

diplomatic and consular officials of the
United States, but upon the basis that

further importations of food even if

consumed solely by the civil popula¬
tion of Germany removes a pressure
from the domestic food supply and
thereby leaves a vast additional quan-

tity for the uses of the army.
American Sincerity Shown.

The most recent representations to

Germany are framed to impress that'

nation with the entire sincerity of the
United States in her efforts to relieve
neutral shipping and neutral cargoes
from the menace of Germany's mines

and submarines. It is felt to be Ger-

many's due that the United States

should leave no effort untried to pre-
vent the possible spread of the war

and the inclusion of more nations than
now comprise the fighting line. The
Cnited States has been oiticially made

acquainted with the state of the public
mind in The Netherlands, for example,
where it is reported that only by dint

of the most strenuous efforts to pre¬
serve outward semblance of a neutral
position is the government able to re¬

strain an outbreak.
It is known in Washington that a

dispatch from The Hague, relayed via

London, was drastically censored with-

in the last twenty-four hours. In this

report it was made to appear that the

Dutch Ministry was in daily communi¬
cation with the diplomatic representa«
tives of all the nations at The Hague.
It is understood thst the diplomatic
representatives who were in consulta¬
tion with the ministry were the British
snd French ministers. The dispatch
related that there was renewed and ex-

traofdmary activity in various depart¬
ments of the Dutch government. It is1
said here that these departments were

those of war and marine, where there
has been a renewed impetus to the al-

ready high pressure therein which has
existed since the outbreak of the war'

and the mobilization of the Dutch army.
Dutch Warning Reported.

The Netherlands, it is said, will treat
with consideration and ralmneis any,
forthcoming destruction of Dutch mer¬

chantmen by mines, but Germany has,
been given peremptorily to understand
tha*. the Dutch government will not

brook any "mistakei" in the identifica¬
tion of merchantmen by submarines and
war will follow the first mistske of
this chsracter.

American Crew Saved.

All the members of the erew of th«
American steamer Csrib, sunk off th«
German coast by a mine, have beet
saved, a dispatch from Berlin says
The sinking of the Carib #es report*»«;

The Berlin dispatch states that i

message has been received there from

the United States Vice-Consul at Brem¬
erhaven reporting the rescue of th«

American crew. The vice-consul's tel¬

egram added that the Canb struck a

mine in the Bight of Helgoland on

Monday afternoon.
Another dispatch from Berlin aa'd

it had been officially reported there
that the British transport 193 nos

sunk by a German submarine off
Beachy Head yesterday afternoon. It

is believed here that this refers to the

government collier Branksoree Chine,
the «inking of which was announced
here last night.
The Brsnksome Thine was sunk off

Beachy Head, in the English Channel.
Her captain, who stood by after her

crew of eighteen had safely got away
to New Haven in the boats, reported to

the owners to-day that the vessel had
gone down.
Laden with food, mostly canned

goods, for Rotterdam, the Norwegian
steamer Vitalia, from New York Feb¬
ruary 3, was seized and'taken into Fal-
mouth to-day for investigation. The
American Fmbaasy and Consulate have
taken the matter in hand, and it is be¬
lieved in those quarters that the ship
and her cargo will soon be released.

It is understood that the Vitalia, a
small boat, 7'J3 tons, was chartered by
th Federal Forwarding Company, of
New York, to take m cargo of Chicago
meats to American agents in Rotter¬
dam. The captain is said to have cer¬
tificates from the consuls of Great
Britain and Holland at New York vouch¬
ing for the cargo.
Both the Oakby and the Rio Parana

were sunk in the English Channel, bu".
not Quite so far south as the path of
the British transports, which are now
believed to be moving troops to France
by thousanda daily.
